however, that the company would refuse 
to dissolve. 


"While in the formal part of the pe- 


tition filed by the government, there i» 
a prayer for dissolution, ns is usual,. I 
am informed in all such cases," said 
Mr. Eastman, "it, is believed that full 
compliance with the main specificax de- 
mands fair changes of trade methods 
freely offered by this company will suc- 
cessfully meet all criticism and satisfy 
the trade at large nnd the government. 


"Aside from the economic principles 


which would be violated by such disso- 
lution it can clenrly be shown that if 
the United States is to keep its lend 
In the photogrnphic art which It has 
maintained for the last 20 years and 
meet competition in the markets of the 
world the co-ordination of the mnnu-^ 
facture of films, papers nnd camerns 
must be continued. No concern thnt is 
unable to furnish products in nil of 
these lines, adapted one to the other, 
can hope to compete with the great for- 
eign manufacturers who are straining 
every effort in similar directions." 


In compliance with the government's 


petition, the company, according to Mr. 
Enstmnn, intends, hereafter to operate 
its various retail stock houses under its 
own name and add its name to their 
stationery and advertising matter.

Coincident with the olumgp in its personnel, the state 


board of accounts has made public sonic figures wliich 
shed light on the magnitude <>i! the work of the hoard in 
its supervision of the acr-onnts of public officials in Indi- 
ana. It is shown that $1,11W,7;'>7.52 has lieen recorded on 
the settlement docket ol' tlie si ate hoard since the act of 
1911 gave the state hoard ihe right to settle accounts !><•- 
tween puhlie officials and divisions <>f sta.t,e government, 
to which they wore indehtcd bemuse of niall'casaiicc! or 
errors in office. 
Of the toial, $871,G7i).(!!) was-classed as 


'direct charges, and $~)l7,nr>7.s:i as constnicii\-t> cha.rges. 


In the statement given out by («eorge A. Hitler and 


John A. Boltz, who have had charge of (he seiilenient 
work of the board, it is shown iliat cities, iowns, town- 
ships, counties and the siate have received a total of $78,- 
674.17 from officials by payments made directly In the 
state board of accounts for transfer In the various inter- 
ested municipalities. By direct payment iuio the treasur- 
ies of the municipalities, .$.12<>,-IS1.r>f) has been recovered. 
Through various legalizing acts, passed by the general as- 
sembly, $100,341.88 has been stricken from the docket 
against public, officials. Because of credits given to the 
officials of the state department, $202,r>4Mr>-l has been 
wiped off the slate. The amount certiJied to the govern01 
by the state board for prosecution to recover charges 
reached $473,013.47. There are now pending in the settle 
ment room charges against officials, aggregating $377,- 
677.71. 


The credits given to various officials by the depart- 


ment, were made up of $121,523.15 in direct charges, and 
$141,025.49 in constructive charges. The total number of 
cases docketed since the passage of the law for settle- 
ment purposes was 2,222. 
Of these 1,556 have been 


settled.

Omaha, Neb., June 2.—.Judge Kbcn 1C. 


Long, of Omaha, who glories in the ap- 
pellation of "The Champion Office Hold 
T of the Country," has juat resignei 
lis 170th office. He has been nominate! 
for office 180 times in the eighty-seven 
years of his life and only once, half a 
century ago, was defeated. 


"And 1 never, in all my life, asked a 


man to vote for me," proundly says th 
ludge. 


"1 wouldn't quit now, either," 
h 


say«, "only I'm getting a little too oh 
.0 hear witnesses as 1 once could aii< 
no man should be hearing a case when 
30 cannot hear the evidence perfectly.' 


Not all the o likes to 
which 
Judge 


Long has been elected were of a politic*! 
nature. 
Many of them were positions 


of honor in different fraternal organiza- 
,ions. But his name has been voted up- 
on 180 times, and turned 
down just 


once. 


"Can you beat It 
anywhere?" 
the 


judge asks. "If you can, I'd like to see 
the man and have a talk 
with 
him. 


Vlaybe I could get some pointers on run- 
ning a campaign." 


l'"or tho last twenty-one years Judge 


Long has been a justice 
in Omaha and 


in that time he has tried 10,240 cases— 
probably the greatest number of any 
justice in the country. 


Judge Long began his office holding 


life in Newburyport, Mass., in 1840. He 
was born in that town in 1826 and held 
a petty village office 
when 
quite 
a 


young man. 
Since then he always has 


been in office, sometimes in a public of- 
fice with a salary attached and at other 
times just as an officer of a society of 
some kind. 


Late in the fifties Mr. Long 
came 


"Wait"—to Cincinnati—and there again 
held office, both public and private, and 
in the sixties he camo on to Omaha and 
went into the office holding business. 


His first office in Omaha was that of 


city, auditor, and it was while a candi- 
date for re-election that Charles Good- 
rich defeated him. 


Among the offices which Judge Long 


has held are practically every one within 
the gift of the Masonic fraternity, from 
the very smallest and least important 
to the highest among the thirty-third 
degree men. inchuHng the offices in both 
the York and Scottish rites. 


The Judge has been a lifelong repub- 


lican—that is, 
since

r^y was born.

It costs from .$1.110 to $4.f>0 to ship ' 
u ton of marble or pig iron by rail to 
St.. 
Louis, Louisville, 
Cincinnati 
and 


other points in thu Ohio and Mississippi 
valleys, wherens by thn utilization of 
th« Tcnmwsee river the same products 
could lx> shipped to the same points at 
a cost of $1.60 per ton a saving of two 
thirds. 


"Tha southern furnaces aro unable to 


ship their pig Iron to tbe raciflc coast, 
China niul Kngland because the 
rail 


road rate from Birmingham and other 
southern points is $10.20 n ton. Tho 
rato from China is $2.50 per ton and 
from England $3.00 per ton by water 
or a difference between $4.20 and .$4.70 
per ton in favor of our foreign com- 
petitors.

of improvements. 
" The development of the interior 


vaterways, of the country should be 
put on ft business basis by congress 
n order that the people of our day and 
[eneration may be able to enjoy tho 
Privileges of cheap transportation. 


"It is with a good deal of ehame 


that I am compelled to say that Ameri- 
ca is farther behind than any other 
civilized country in the world In the 
practical nnd useful development 'of 
ts interior rivers. 
If the Mississippi 


larl been located in England, Germany 
or Franco it would have long since 
lad a 30 foot channel 
with 
effective 


methods for the control of flood over- 
flows. 
'By tho riflht kind of river improve- 


ments, the Clyde, which I have been 
told by old citizens of Glasgow was at 
one time so shallow that you could 
wado across it in summer, can now 
float a Maure.tania with SO feet draft 
and thousands of vessels are passing 
from the ocean to 
Glasgow 
where 


many of the world's biggest ships are 
built. 
They brought the sea to their 


doors and workshops and if we are. wise 
wo will profit by the experience of these 
canny Scotchmen, we will bring the 
ocean to our mines and farms and 
factories."

William Dunne, 
one of the mo«t eminent students of ra- 
dium in the world, ho* been put

chargn of the work. 


For Mic present, Dr. DUMP'S ejcpnri- 


ments will be conducted in the Collls P. 
Huntlngton buildings at the Harvard 
medical school, but in the near future 
a. special building is to be erected, id- 
joining tho medical school, and dovoted 
to th« work. 


Cuac»r is the great mystery of tho 


medical world. It is one of the few dls- 
oasei which remain a puzzle to science. 
Soi«ntists do not know what causes 
cancer, how the cancnr starts, why it 
grows through 
tissues, 
munclns and 


bones, regardless of obstructions. 
The 


only present treatment for cancer 
Ik 


the knife. 


R«di«im likewise possesses vast en- 


ergy. 
A particle of radium will throw 


off Its energy for 2,500 year* without 
losing^ its power, it is tHtimatcd. 


Radium Versus Cancer. 


Radium, tho nvst powerful mineral, 


is to be matched against rnncsr, 
the 


most dreaded of diseases, in a finish 
fight. 


Dr. Duane, who will have charge of 


the work, has studied in the lahoratnrv 
of Mine. Curie, discoverer of radium. 
HP was an assistant in her radium re- 
search work. Ho has been in touch with 
the work of the Radium institute ip. 
London, which has a record of many 
cures of tumors and cancers by the ap- 
plication of radium. 


With what he has learned in this 


work as a starting point'. Dr. Dunne will 
begin his attack upon the diseasn here. 


When radium was discovered a few 


years ago great things were expected 
of it. 
One scientist predicted that by 


the time the coal supply was exhausted 
radium would heat the world. 
Many 


of the expectations have been realired, 
and radium today is. besides being the 
most powerful, the most precious known 
substance. 


A gram of radium is worth between 


975,000 and $100,000. 
A pound of ra- 


dium would be worth in the neighbor- 
hood of $40.000.000. 
But there arc only 


a few grams in the world today. 
Re- 


cent discoveries point to an "overpro- 
duction" of radium, so the price is ex- 
pected to fall. 
But the high cost of 


living will put radium out of the reach 
of the average man—as a substitute for 


his hot air furnace, for instance—for 
quit* a while still. 


Study Alt Phaws. 


Dr. Duane's work will not be confined 


to radium, 
ft is announced that cancer 


will bo studied from all sides of path: 
ology, biology and chemistry, as well 
as that of physics. 
The new work will 


be under th« supervision of the c»ncer 
commission of Harvard. 
Dr. E. E. Tyz- 


ZOT, director of the commission, says: 


"Now that sufficient funds ore becom- 


ing available, a group of investigators 
is bohig assembled to attack the prob- 
lem from various points of view; name- 
ly, a physician trained in biological, 
pathological and 
clinical 
methods, a 


pathologist, a roentgenologist, a chem- 
ist and an investigator who is espe- 
ially fitted ftr the study of heredity 
and other experimental factors with ref- 
erence to tlie Incidence of tumors." 


In short. Harvard is beginning the 


study of cancer along new lines and 
with ev«ry prospect of succgsa. But be- 
auso of the cost of the original equip- 
ment- the rndium will cost as much as 
the 
building—the work will progress 


slowly at the first.
